Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112

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In claim 4 , line 2, "may be" is in futuro and is ambiguous as to whether the 
structure is formed or not. 

In claim 12, line 3, "may be" is in futuro and is ambiguous as to whether the 
structure is formed or not. 

In claim 13, line 2, "may be" and "if are in futuro and are ambiguous as to 
whether the structure is formed or not. 

In claim 17, line 12, "may be" is in futuro and is ambiguous as to whether the 
structure is formed or not. 

In claim 18, line 1 , "may" and line 2, "if are in futuro and are ambiguous as to 

whether the structure is formed or not. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

6. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 

form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

Claims 1,6-11, 14-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(a) as being anticipated 
by Applicant's prior art figures 1 , 2A, 2B. 

Applicant's prior art figures 1, 2A, 2B disclose a liquid crystal display device 
comprising a plurality of scan lines 110; a plurality of signal lines 112; a plurality of 
pixels with each pixel having a liquid crystal cell 106, a pixel electrode 118 connected to 
a storage capacitor and a switching element 104 connected to one of the liquid crystal 
cells 106 and the signal lines 112; wherein each switching element 104 is connected to 
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one of the scan lines 110 and wherein the pixel electrode 118 has a protruding section 
such that the pixel electrode 1 18 is electrically connected to an upper electrode 1 16 of 
the storage capacitor through the protruding section. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

7. Claim 3 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims.
